A. Falconer, setting at tho fool of tua 
stairway leading to bet' millinery rooms

In Ccntnil lllock somo of tho window- 


shutters on the west side were wrenched 
from their fastenings, aud thrown violent- 
ly to tho ground.

debris,presenting&ucha scene of destruc- 
tion and desolation as we have seldom 
scca In Decatur.

We have 
already printed (he material portions of 
hit speech at St. Paul, and now desire 
to supplement the good things contain- 
ed therein by giving a portion of bu 
remarks at Toledo on Thursday.

speaking of the resources of the coun- 
try and referring to the hard times ha 
was interrupted by a voioe in the crowd, 
and—but we will let the telegraphic 
report tell the story: 


A voice—Tbls war made tbe bard times. 
As war always does. 
Why, what 1s 


war! 
We know about it now. 
When 


tbat was begun we were threatened with 
Us effects, with its results. I remember a 
brilliant writer, wbere I resided In 1860, 
wbo said, Why, this country can't go to 
war. He said tbat tbe people of Cincin- 
nati live on tbe business in tbe South.— 
Let us go to war, and in six months the 
grass »ill (trow in your 'jy ways and streets. 
Did tt! Why, wy friends, the war hadn't 
been prosecuted ninety days until every 
man saw what a mistake It was, and then 
every street was busier than before we had 
war. 
A million of men In tbe North 


should be taken from the ranks of indus- 
try, and Instead of making property, they 
became destroyers and consumers of 
property, and so It was In the South; Jut 
where It made a difference from what <vas 
expected wus this. Every man who had 
wheat or corn or coal or labor, found wtien 
the war came-that he bad a better cunto- 
mer than ever before—a customer tbat 
wanted all he had got, and wanted It Im- 
mediately ; a customer who would not 
haggle about tbe price—a customer be 
bad In th* person of tbe United Stales.— 
Business, Instead of being depressed, be- 
gan to revive, property which bad laid on 
the shelves of the merchants for a long 
time Increased In value day by day. Tbe 
result of it llu-n was we made money fast 
—we made It easily. We could afford to 
borrow at high rates of Interest, because 
our Investments were sure to be profitable. 
Over-trading und fait living were the re- 
sults of the war. I need not enlarge upon 
It. Finally Ibc war ended. Men In the 
ranks returned to their homes, and the 
material needs of tbo (iovcrument began 
to go down. You lost your best customer 
—the United Slates. It didn't need to 
buy; it wanted to sell, Now, every wise 
man knew we should have a day of settle- 
ment. Flush times of war arc to be fol-

Now, wo 
have got tbe cause, wliut is tbe cited? 
Tbo moment we began to have hard times 
we begun to retrench ; every man to out 
Ills expenses down and curtail bis expen- 
ditures. Each iniiu lu n Mule while be- 
gan to find himself a little better olV thnn 
he was. It may he n long linio—it may 
be one yenr, It may be rive—but when ft 
docs came, when the majority get their 
expenses below their receipts, we arc nil 
better on". The Government of tbe t'nlt- 
ed States I* tho people of ibc United 
Stiitcs. When you are all extravagant, 
the Government will be extravagant.— 
Whon you arc till KCttlnR to wHteh your- 
selves, to watch eurh pnrllcuhir part, you 
set your olllcers to w .tiuhlnjr more partic- 
ularly. When the wai ended we had u 
debt nf $-2,-100,000,000 on our shoulders 
upon which we were paying 7.8 per cent. 
Interest; our tuxes wero raised to ucurly 
$508,000,000 ilia time of profound peace ; 
our currency wus wortli lit) or TO rents ou 
the ilnllnr; Inmir foreign trade the bal- 
ance wn» iixulust us ni'iirly $400,000,000 it 
year. And now how i.tc we? The debt 
is reduced nearly u third. How many » 
wise man shock his head at the close of 
the war and said the people could never 
pay that debt. Why, we have got a third 
of it paid oil iilrendy; that intercal which 
you paid Is reduced from $140,000,01)0 lo 
ifm.OOO.OOO, 
We no longer pay 7,a per 


cent. Interest ; we cim get all tbe money 
we want at 4 per cent. What does that 
mean for you iind \1 Those who borrow 
mnnrv know that when tbo Government 
pays 7 per rent, it will cost them 13 anil 
]."> percent., nnd when the Government 
pays 0 and 4 It will KM down for us; and 
so as the credit of the (ioverumcnt grows 
better your credit and mine grows better. 
Wo arc nil tied together, \crywcll, we 
arc down to 4 per cent, on Interest; and 
now as to tho currency. It was n curren- 
cy worth 00 cents ou tho dollar one day, 
but did not slick at that price. You nev- 
er cot.ld tell on Monday what It would be 
on Saturday. Wbo lose by u tickle stan- 
dard nf vaiuev Always the laborer and 
producer. 
Why? 
Simply because tho 


middle man, being a business man, under- 
stands tbat tho standard of value Is likely 
to go up or to godewn to his disadvant- 
age ; therefore, when he sells he does it 
having reference lo the fact that the stan- 
dard of value may change, and conse- 
quently he charges enough to make him- 
self safe, and tbe consumer feeta the loss 
that is a fickle standard of value. (Ap- 
plause.) Now, my friends, how do you 
see it to-day? Tbe currency has been go- 
ing up, up, until it is flfii; it U as un- 
changeable as Lake Erie; It doei not go 
down nt all; it is steady; it U no longer a 
yard stick that Is one foot In March, three 
feet In May, and six feet in July—it 1s 
three feet all the time. (Tremendous ap- 
plause.) Now, my friends, tbat Is the 
currency. As to our balance of trade :— 
Before the panic the balance of trade was 
against us |100.000,000 a year, that U to 
say, we bought abroad that much more than 
we sold abroad. How Is it to-day? We 
arc selling more produce than ever before 
in our history—more corn, more wheat; 
we have even (rone tn far AS to take 
watcbcs made at Elgin, III., made In New 
England, and carry them right over tn the 
foot of tbe Alps, wbcre tho people bavo 
been making watches for three hundred 
years,-and selling the watches to those 
people. Now, my frlendi, as I said be- 
fore, wo are sending 1207,000,000 a year 
abroad more thnn we are buying abroad. 
How does that operate? Like every man 
who sells more than he buys, he Is getting 
rich. So It Is with the United States.— 
Yon—each of you—arc getting out of the 
panic ; we arc all getting out of the panic, 
and nothing but our own unwisdom will 
get us Into It again. What do wo want! 
Wo want confidence. Don't encourage 
your Legislature or your Congress to leg- 
islate ton much. It was a favorite maxim 
with Jefferson that tho world was govern- 
ed too much. Too much legislation on 
financial subjects is the bane of our times. 
My friends, let us all hold up our hand* 
in favor of Idling well enough alone, and 
standing firmly by our present constitu- 
tional currency, that destroys 10 man.— 
(Great applause)

of flood Money.

lock Island, on Tuesday evening last, 


NECESSITY OK OOOD MOSEY. 


Nothing can bo more important to 


tho business interest of a country than 
good money. To have poor money with 
in uncertain value is to demoralize 
trade and unsettle all values. The only 
possible excuac that can bo given for 
ho long delay in making our legal 
endcr notes aa good as gold is tho fact 
that they wore issued in time of war as 
a. great public necessity a nd that it has 
lot boon in our power to redeem them, 
Wo have often promised that we would 
'cdcem thorn in coin, and now, when for 
the first time since their issue we are 
bio to do so, thu Democrats and Na- 
.ionals Bay it ought not to bo done. 
They express themselves as being in 
favor of one currency for the bond- 
holder and pensioner, but for the pur- 
pose of breaking tho public faith with 
tho bondholder and cheating him out of 
a part of what tho government promised 
to pay him, they aro entirely willing to 
pay the ponisoner in a debased currency, 
and insist on tho ropoal of tho resump- 
tion act and the is we of legal tender 
notes without limit. To pursue auoh 


course would bo in tho highest degree 


dishonorable, and would certainly end 
in great. 


WSASTHIl TO THE raitJNTKY, 


All that we can suffer from tho shrink- 


ago in values we have suffered, and re- 
sumption is practically reached. 
For 


months gold has been ut but a half per 
cent, premium and aoon tho premium 
will entirely disapppear. Indeed, re- 
sumption in silver dollars has already 
begun, as the silver dollar is paid out 
for current obligations. But the great 
complaint of tho opposition is that 
thcro is not enough currency in the 
country to supply the ordinary demands 
of business ami that the continued hard 
times arc awing to this cause. This is, 
I think, a great fallacy. 
The coin value 


of the currency ut tho present time, in- 
cluding the silver in circulation, js 
greater than over before in tho history 
of the country. The average face value 
of tha currency for the five years next 
preceding and including 1873 was $1 
110(1,000 less than tho avorngo face 
value for the past five years, nnd tho 
average ^uW value of tho currency for 
tho past five years is ?70,000,000 
greater ttmn tho; average gold value of 
the currency for tho flvo yoara next 
preceding and including 1873. 
It is 


not, then, the scarcity of money that 
causes the continuance of hard times, 
for wo have more and bettor money than 
ever before, 
That thcro is nn aljun- 


diincp of money is shown from the fact 
that the -t-pcr cent. Lands sell in such 
large iiuantitics. 
If money was source 


it would coinmiind a much higher rate. 
Ymi find (here is plenty of money when 
you have anything to sell or exchange 
fur it. 
TH debase or add to the cur 


roncy would not benefit n man who had 
imtliing to noil or exchange, and to him 
whn lius it must necessarily be nn evil 
t'm L-'nnd mniiey i-i better than bad.

IRREDEEMABLE (JREENDACK3. 


There are a great many persons who 


seem to think that greenbacks can be 
ssuod by the Government to any amount 
without limit and without any means or 
promise ot redemption, and at the same 
,imc such currency be as good as any 
other money. I confess this is s strung) 
Jieory, and I do not ace how any one can 
joliovo in it. 
During tho war the green- 


jack depreciated so far that at one time 
it required $2.86 in that currency to 


y a dollar's worth of bread, and this, 


too, while it bore upon its face the 
solemn pledge of the Government that 
it should be redeemed, and tho law so 
declared. 
In 180'9, when President 


Grant was inaugurated, and four years 
after the close of the war, It took $1.32 
in greenbacks to buy a dollar's worth 
of bread. 
It is not tlion true that tho 


mere declaration of the Government, 
that a piece of paper should bo a legal 
tender for a dollar, makes it worth a 
dollar. 


SUnt AN ENORMOUH ISSUE 


of greenbacks at any time means repu- 
diation. The cxperienoo of tho French 
nation ought to be sufficient to sat- 
isfy any one that paper money can- 
not bo maintained without a relia- 
ble specie basis. Though tho law of 
France imposed a punishment or con- 
finement in tho penitentiary for twenty 
years for refusal to take paper currency 
at par, it fell in value until it became 
utterly worthless. 
In the so-called 


Southern Confederacy, before tho close 
of the rebellion, their currency depreci- 
ated HO fur that $5,000 of it would not 
purchase 8100 in geld, and if it would 
not buy one hundred dollars in gold it 
would not buy one hundred dollars worth 
of wheat. 


MEAtM'RE OP AU, OTHER VALUES. 
li is of the utmost importance to 


every man who Ima anything to sell, 
and to every man who i* dependent 
upon his labor for a living, that tha 
country should have a good, sound cur- 
rency, and tli.it commodities should have 
a stable value. There is but one oliss 
who can be biiiicflttcd by a depreciated 
loeal tender currency, and that is the 
debtor class. 
To every other class it 


must work great injury. 
To no man is 


a depreciated currency r-o unmixed nn 
evil us to the workingmati, who works 
for wagCiJ. 
A depreciated currency in- 


crease* everything else in price, more in 
proportion than it incrcasss the price of 
labor; and labor is the List to rise and 
the first to full in price.

Stop agitating the subject, and stop 
legislating upon it, for the present at 
least) and thus give the country the as- 
surance that toe present condition of 
things as to the currency will continue, 
aad that no wild schemes willjbe at- 
tempted to impair its value. 


The Illinois Rertnue Law. 


From (he FeorUTraiiMrlpt. 


It is conceded that one of the mwt 


important subjects which will come be- 
fore the next Legislature will be that 
of the levy and collection of taxes. 
The Chicago Ljegal News thinks the 
General Assembly would do wisely to 
make the codification and revision of 
the Revenue Iiw the main business of 
the next session. It thinks the law 
should be simplified; the cost of collec- 
ting decreased and all surplus officers 
dispensed with. It also] wants a con- 
vention of those interested in a good 
Revenue law called to meet at an early 
day at Springfield to propose a bill for 
submission to the Legislature. Wo do 
not doubt that the Revenue law could 
be improved, but such a convention as 
the News suggests would do more harm 
than good. Every man who would at- 
tend it would have a crotchet of his 
own, and would want everything else 
subordinated to tho carrying out of his 
particular scheme. It may be well 
enough to hare persons familiar with 
workings of the present law make sug- 
gestions as to its defects, tut let tho 
Legislature alone in the matter of 
framing a new law,^

A Proiperonj and Happy Reflon, Where 


People Mtad Their own Bnnlnets. 


From the New 1'ork Times. 


One of the very belt cultivated coun- 


ties in the whole Republic is raid to be 
Lancaster county, Pa., originally settled 
by Mennonitei, Moravians, and Bankers, 
who fled from Germany and Holland to 
avoid persecution during the eighteenth 
century. They wore mining and agri- 
cultural people, and their descendants 
'.o-day follow the same callings that their 
ancestors did. 
Lancaster was laid out 


in 1729, and was the fourth county in 
State. It contains 928 square miles; 
the value of the farms is estimated at 
about $80,000,000; of its agricultural 
products, nearly $20,000,000; and its 
minerals, some £16,000,000. The pop- 
ulation is about 226,000, 
Tho farms 


are small, Ironi SO to 100 acres gener- 
ally, a farm of 200 acres being very rare, 
These are seldom sold. They ore hand- 
ed down from sire to son — the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch, as they are commonly 
named, being among the most industri- 
ous, conservative of people.
